principles the Encyclical 
Christian Education are clear 
everyone concerned with Catholic educa- 
tion; that say, the obligation con- 
science and the inherent value Christian 
education. The question raised 
paper is: Are sufficiently emphasizing 
the value? 

This study had its origin belief that 
our efforts increase our Catholic- 
school population, while 
ciently stressed the element obligation, 
have taken the factor value too 
much for granted. brief, have in- 
sisted the “ought” more than the “why” 
and have run the risk enlisting uncon- 
vinced adherents. 

There danger seems that the child 
convinced only the obligation attend 
the Catholic school and not the great 
benefit himself the Catholic program 
too easily will find reasons making im- 
possible for him comply with this obli- 
gation. grows older will more 
impressed the material advantages 
the public-school system and more sus- 
ceptible its most effective propaganda. 

all believe that every Catholic child 
leaving the elementary grades should 
desirous continuing Catholic high 
school; that every graduate Catholic 
school grown manhood womanhood 
should determined see his her 
child enrolled Catholic school. Acting 
these beliefs, should not stress 
the limit both the motives for Chris- 
tian education: the motive duty and 
the motive value? may well that 
the second is, the long run, the stronger. 
obligation given too much emphasis 
comparison with value, there not also 
the danger that the obligation may seem 
unfair?

The conclusions are 
significant not because their exactness 
but because their suggestiveness. They 
should stimulate thinking about Catholic 
education. 


the children indicates that for them 
their parents the obligation has been suffi- 
ciently stressed. This study inquires 
whether not these children are suffi- 
ciently impressed with the value what 
they are receiving. they are not, might 
well for inquire what can 
remedy this situation. 

The method employed this study 
the analysis the data gathered from 
questionnaire completed 1,000 pupils 
the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades 
eight parochial schools; questionnaire 
completed 1,000 pupils Catholic 
high schools large Catholic diocese 
the eastern part the country. 

Although the survey too limited 
draw from its findings any universal con- 
clusion, nevertheless there reason 
believe that the group 2,000 students 
surveyed, differ any way from the av- 
erage American Catholic-school pupils. 


Credibility the Methods Used 


Mindful the fact that the question- 
naire not the most valid method ob- 
taining scientific results since questions are 
often poorly put and, frequently, answers 
are dishonestly given, 


following precautions taken the con- 
ducting this survey permit, would 
seem, the conclusion that the answers, 
whole, are valid. 

First, selecting eight elementary 
schools and four secondary schools, 
which the survey was conducted, care was 
taken select schools both the sections 
the rich and the poor. Schools where 
material equipment was new and complete 
well schools where material equip- 
ment was old and inadequate, were se- 
lected. Both private schools charging tui- 
tion and free schools were chosen. Schools 
the various racial districts the city 
were selected. Schools both the city 
proper and the outlying suburban towns 
were selected. This selection schools 
which the surveys were conducted permits 
the following conclusion drawn. The 
2,000 students answering the questionnaire 
represent cross-section group Catholic 
students. 

Second, every case the survey was 
personally conducted the writer. Pre- 
caution insure the freedom the stu- 
dents’ answers from all influence well 
secure his her honest answer 
the questions asked, was taken before 
presenting the questionnaire the stu- 
dents. They were assured that they should 
have fear the identity their an- 
swers becoming known. They were not 
sign their names their papers. They did 
not have write out single word, only 
make “X.” They were look directly 
their papers and not their neighbors’ 
answers. They were asked put down the 
answers they really thought and not 
answer they might feel the one conduct- 
ing the survey would want them to, 
what would the loyal answer, unless 
such answers were their honest convictions. 
These precautions allow the following con- 
clusion drawn: The results the 
questionnaire were valid and true 
could hoped for from questionnaire. 

Third, each question was explained 
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the question the part the students. 
For example, the question which read, 
“Would you personally prefer 
Catholic high school?,” the following ex- 
planation was given: “Now, children, the 
question not, ‘Are you going Cath- 
olic high Perhaps your parents 
cannot afford send you Catholic 
high school. Perhaps you desire voca- 
tional course that cannot secured 
Catholic high school. The question this: 
Catholic high school and you could get 
the exact course you wanted Catholic 
high school, would you prefer 
Catholic high school?” 

Although two thousand students consti- 
tute small group compared the num- 
ber students the diocese, be- 
lieved that the careful selection schools 
insures balanced opinion. The reader 
reminded that all tests made manu- 
facturers, agriculturists, miners, exporters, 
and the like, not consist testing the 
whole product, but simply enough the 
product, carefully selected, obtain 
valid judgment regarding the whole. 

Lastly, the following observation per- 
tinent: the answers the questionnaire 
are part invalid, then they would 
against the thesis, because the surveys 
were conducted Catholic school,

Interpretation Grade-School Data 

Question indicates that 332 students 
one third the number surveyed admit, 
when mixed group public- and 
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parochial-school students, they let the 
public-school children most the talk- 
ing. They have little say about their 
school. They are silent while the public- 
school children eulogize the public school. 
The Catholic directory shows there are 
50,000 pupils the parochial schools 
the diocese which the survey was con- 
ducted. the same condition true 
this number was found true 
the group surveyed, then the diocese 
would have 16,666 pupils the paro- 
chial school admitting they not discuss 
their school and its affairs much the 
children the public school when 
mixed group. Were the same conditions 
true the country large, where, accord- 
ing the Catholic directory, there are 
2,162,716 pupils the parochial schools, 
there would 720,905 students the 
parochial schools admittedly rather weak 
crusaders for the Catholic schools. 
would seem that several our children 
are not sufficiently impressed with the su- 
perior education they are receiving. 

Question indicates that 253 pupils 
one fourth those surveyed are some- 
times, shy, timid, backward admit- 
ting they the parochial school. 

Question indicates that most the 
children are contented and happy the 
parochial schools. True, the results show 
that one out fifteen would prefer the 
public school but this can understood 
due personal difficulties the class- 
room, with the teacher the studies. The 
percentage differences between the answers 
questions and are one third, one 
fourth, and one fifteenth. This would seem 
indicate that the child, although satis- 
fied, the parochial school, nevertheless 
not sufficiently impressed with its su- 
perior value carry that message outside 
the school. 

Questions and suggest alarming 
condition. About one sixth admit they 
want public high school and 
not want Catholic high school. 
putting this question the children, 
the writer emphasized that, granting the 
possibility their going Catholic 
high school and granting the possibility 
being able take the course they desire, 
would they want Catholic high 
school, and one sixth them answered 
“No.” the same percentage that true 
the one surveyed, true also the 
whole diocese, that means approximately

tem coeducation, forcibly condemned 
the Holy Father, makes necessary 
for those concerned with Catholic educa-

According the last N.C.W.C. 
survey, our Catholic high schools are edu- 
cating less than 285,000 pupils. That leaves 
approximately 700,000 Catholic students 
public high schools. The reasons why 
the majority the graduates the paro- 
chial schools not continue Catholic 
high school are manifold, but without que:- 
tion, the predominant reason the finan- 
cial difficulty. However, the fact that the 
majority the graduates the parochial 
schools do, through necessity, enter pub- 
lic high school, only makes easier for the 
pupil who wants public high 
school achieve his her end, for they 
easily enlist themselves under one the 
causes that justify the entrance Cath- 
olics into the public high school. There 
thus danger that those concerned with 
Catholic education will fail realize that 
there are many children who have failed 
Catholic education. 

explaining Question the students, 
was impressed upon the pupils that the 
word boast was used the good sense 
the word. Now, priests and Sisters who 
realize the value Catholic education 
together with parents who have made such 
sacrifices order obtain for their chil- 
dren Catholic education, cannot praise 
the Catholic school boast too often. 
Yet the survey, more. than one tenth 
admit they never boast the Catholic 
school and more than one half admit that 
only sometimes are they inclined boast, 
praise, speak well of, the fact that they 

explaining Question the students, 
they were told that they were not com- 
pare any one parochial school with defi- 
nite public school; that they were not 
making comparison studies alone, 
athletics alone, buildings, teachers, 
but simply did they feel that when they 
had completed their course were they 
well equipped for high school were their 
neighbors. Now, granting that the students 
were not position accurately com- 
pare the Catholic school and the public 
school, the question was asked find out 
what their feelings and thoughts were 
the subject. Nearly one tenth felt the 
Catholic schools were not good the 
public schools; more than one fourth felt 
the Catholic schools were just good 
the public schools. 

would seem that all too’ many pupils 
the elementary schools have not been 
impressed sufficiently with the value and 
superior advantages Catholic educa- 
tion. The following section contains the 
results the survey made the Catholic 
high schools.

Interpretation the Data from 
High Schools 


When interpreting the results the 
survey conducted the high schools, the 
reader should keep mind these pertinent 
facts. The four high schools surveyed, with 
the possible exception one, were schools 
with buildings and equipment the finest. 
Three the schools were charging the 
usual tuition for private high schools; the 
other was free high school. 

The following observation pertinent: 
The elementary-school survey revealed 
that one sixth the parochial-school chil- 
dren preferred public high 
school. Therefore, this day and age, 
when parents obey their children, may 
concluded that perhaps many this 
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group above mentioned, were not found 
among the students answering the ques- 
tionnaire. These facts would explain why 
the lack appreciation the value 
Catholic education less manifested 
among the high-school students. Neverthe- 
less the data shows that more than one 
sixth the students admit they not 
discuss their school the presence 
public-school children (Question 1); about 
one sixth are always, sometimes, shy 
and timid about saying they Cath- 
olic school (Question 2); one out every 
fourteen prefers the public school; about 
one fourth think the Catholic school 
just good the public school when 
naturally would expect them realize 
that the Catholic school better than the 
public school. These children are having 
tuition paid for their schooling. Their 
books and uniforms and other equipment 
are being bought for them and yet one 
fourth place the Catholic school the 
same level the public school.

dents had had sufficiently impressed upon 
them the immense value the education 
they were receiving, would expect close 
100 per cent the pupils indicate 
it. expecting too much expect prac- 
tically all two thousand students 


schools discuss their school, 


want continue Catholic school, 
boast their school and realize their 
school better than the public school and 
that they are receiving more than the stu- 
dents the public schools? Were 
offer questionnaire dealing with faith 
these same two thousand students with 
such questions “Do you believe the 
Catholic Church the true Church?” 
and “Are you glad Catholic?” 
would expect and undoubtedly would ob- 
tain 100-per-cent results. Hence, since 
Catholic education very part reli- 
gion, can logically expect 100-per-cent 
results. would seem that the results ob- 
tained indicate that there has not been 
sufficiently impressed upon the minds 
some students the superior value Cath- 
olic education.

What Catholics Read? 


remember speaking Catholic edi- 
tor the results survey Catholic- 
newspaper reading done high-school 
students. The findings revealed woeful 
lack Catholic newspapers Catholic 
homes. The editor had seen the results 
from only one school and expressed his 
utter disgust that such indifference the 
Catholic press should exist among people 
who were benefiting Catholic educa- 
tion. hoped results from other institu- 
tions would indicate better condition. 
They did not. For example, one school 
with attendance several hundred 
only one family received the Catholic 
daily, about eighty received the two local 
Catholic papers, and less than that num- 
ber received any other publication with 
the exception Our Sunday Visitor. And 
this school was better than the ordinary 
school. There good reason believe 
that this situation general. Meanwhile 
most metropolitan dailies with their elo- 
quent silence about Catholic persecution 
the world, their bias the Spanish war, 
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and their sensational moral flare were be- 
ing regularly read all the students. 
wonder that St. Francis Sales has been 
named the model Catholic editors: 
was able control his temper under most 
provoking circumstances! 

The charge has often been made that 
too much our teaching hinders our stu- 
dents from knowing their faith. Here 
opportunity refute that charge. Any 
steps that will insure more regular read- 
ing Catholic papers are bound in- 
crease the knowledge religion. Any plan 
that would provide habitual contact with 
the great problems facing the Church 
various parts the world would bring 
along with added appreciation and 
cultivation the faith. accomplish 
that accomplish real teaching. 


Catholic Press Vitally Necessary 


Our Catholic newspapers and periodicals 
are published regularly. They carry with 
their message the strength repetition. 
The very frequency the contact they 
make bound produce lasting im- 
pression. Individually considered, the re- 
sults single issue may negligible, 
but taken over long period time every 
Catholic and periodical 
bound deepen and broaden the mean- 
ing the faith every home enters. 
For after all, our bishops and our lay 
leaders cannot preach every week every 
day all Catholics upon Catholic doc- 
trine, upon the Propagation the Faith, 
against the outlawry God and reli- 
gious principle from the world practical 
affairs. But the Catholic paper takes its 
place and does regularly. the course 
the last year Archbishop Curley Bal- 
timore stated that his diocesan paper was 
responsible for per cent the efficiency 
his diocese. eloquent tribute what 
the diocesan organ meant him and his 
people!

But this not 
the place enumerate the means. The 
means are easy enough find. What 
necessary spread the conviction that 
the correlation between current Catholic 
history and fundamental textbook teach- 
ing desirable and necessary. Once con- 
vinced will find way. Let’s not only

The “essen- 
yesterday continue haunt the 
schoolrooms because some the Sisters 
fear that the pastor and the parents her 
pupils will arise challenge them 
“radicals” they fail keep the pace 
yesteryear. They know only too often that 
these selfsame pastor and parents who use 
all the conveniences modern times will 
growl objections the children are taught 
use calculating machine shown how 
“read” via motion pictures even the 
child will probably compelled use 
whether the school taught him how 
not. 

And education necessity very 
wasteful process. supposed educate 
the child today take its place the 
world tomorrow. But because pastors, 
dads, and mothers, and even times, Sis- 
ter principals, who once attended schools 
themselves and want those fond memories 
undisturbed, the boys and girls today 
are largely not taught take their proper 
places the world tomorrow, but 
function the generation the past 
world. Now and then some good Sister, 
with vision, breaks the rut (and prob- 
ably the Reverend Mother notified 
this nun for her brazenness) and 
puts something “new” (new only 
school). The schools, including many 
our Catholic schools, are doing the same 
thing the same way that they did fifty 
years ago.

replace anything but rather place 
the hands the good teacher those tools 
developed the efficiency our age 
which her own ability tells her are essen- 
tial well-developed, comprehensive 
lesson. Always bear mind that school 
education two-way process. The teach- 
and pupil must always situated 
that they can ask each other questions and 
receive immediate and direct replies. The 
visual aid device which the teacher 
can use directly the classroom, and 
constantly under her own control 
repeated many times required.

When the psychologist first came 
the school, the teachers whose classes were 
being surveyed were extremely hostile some 
cases and obviously uninterested others. 
They seemed feel that the psychologist was 
outside agent who was intruding their 
time-honored authority. Many them ex- 
pressed the feeling that they knew the children 
and did not need any recommendations outside 
their interest the purely numerical 
And since their interest was simply the 
numerical I.Q. without any qualifying state- 
ments the psychologist’s estimate the 
child’s personality, they were much annoyed 
many cases find disagreement the 
and their estimate. 
well-known fact that teachers judge 
children’s intelligence many factors, some 
which are not the least concerned with 
intelligence. For example, the well-dressed, 
well-behaved child considered brighter than 
the child who physically neglected who 
does not sit quietly his teacher would 
like him to. When such teachers read the in- 
dividual reports they found references such 
qualities and indications, many cases, 
why the child seemed brighter than was, 
actually was brighter than the I.Q. indicated, 
because disturbing factors, such foreign 
language home.

Even superficial survey the work done 
this one school must show how valuable 
psychological service has been effecting 
better adjustment children the school 
situation and consequently their adjustment 
the total life situation. would. impos- 
sible give objective measure the im- 
provement adjustment for variety 
reasons, chief these being the fact that 
different type teaching has been introduced 
the past two years and also the fact that 
objective tests achievement were not ad- 
ministered until comparatively recently. One 
cannot help but feel subjectively, however, 
that there are comparatively few very serious 
problems the school and practically chil- 
dren whose problems are not least under- 
stood, even though intensive treatment may 
impracticable. 


Suggested Program for Psychologist 

ideal situation full-time psychologist 
could used every school the city. 
the basis experience this school, one 
might draw general plan psychological 
service which would applicable almost 
any public school the city, follows: 

Examination all children entering 1A, 
reclassification into homogeneous groups and 
attendant statistical and explanatory reports.

Re-examination all children present- 
ing special many these 
referred full-study Bureau cases. 

Group testing upper grades not yet 
examined individually; scoring and statistical 
analysis; individual examinations given 
any unusual cases. Note that this tem- 
porary phase the psychologist’s duties 
the school because the children grow 
the older grades, after time the entire school 
will have been examined individually. Such 
group tests are given only when the psychol- 
ogist first comes the school order that 
there may some estimate the children’s 
intelligence. 

Special projects undertaken need 
arises and time permits; for example, 
Public School 158, survey the open-air 
class; selection and re-examination children 
for proposed new ungraded class; examina- 
tion overage children upper grades who 
may considered candidates for extra promo- 
tion; examination special reading-disability 
group, etc. 

Periodic check class record cards 
order discover any children who seem 
have been misplaced who are not living 
their potentialities. Such children are fre- 
quently not reported the teacher who 
often too busy notice the disparity who 
does not understand its implication. 

“Emergency” worker problem cases: 
young children who are brought school 
weeping, for example. Certain chil- 
dren can sent the psychologist whenever 
the classroom situation becomes unbearable 
for both child and teacher. For this purpose, 
the psychologist will have play material such 
clay, crayons, and water colors, etc. 


This program means all inclusive 
nor does represent the limit possible 
psychological service the schools. There 
provision for treatment, such remedial 
tutoring, for example; nor for wide-scale re- 


examination. The plan was worked out from 
actual experience, however, and found 
most useful and practicable under existing 
circumstances. assumes that the school psy- 
chologist working conjunction with the 
Bureau Child Guidance.

Vertical and Horizontal Lines 


The pictorial composition may built 
two structural processes: one, with vertical 
and horizontal lines; the second, with curved 
lines. will, this article, discuss the use 
the vertical and horizontal lines, used 
the building composition.

After the light guide lines verticals and 
horizontals have been drawn, either chalk 
faint pencil strokes, suggestions may 
listed the board, and discussed for mo- 
ment so.

Deeper Thirst

“The business the teacher raise 
thirst,” says William Lyon Phelps. thirst 
for what? thirst for deeper knowledge, for 
greater culture, for ideals. Anyone, fact, 
who teaches his subject well should create 
such thirst not only for the subject itself, 
but for allied topics. One the means 
which this can done through correlation. 
Much has been written about correlation 
subject with another. this respect Latin 
has been exception, especially among those 
who have been able see but little utility 
knowledge for its own sake this so-called 
dead language. many recommendations 
have been made for the correlation Latin 
with other subjects, English and history 
particular, that many harassed teacher has 
justly wondered how such variety matter 
could crammed into the year’s school term, 
and still enable the pupil make some 
progress the reading Latin. 

Correlate Latin with English 

While the by-products Latin study ob- 
tained through correlation are valuable, they 
not its primary aim and should not 
made the “Be-all and end-all” the Latin 
course. Since, however, some these by- 
products are highly desirable and add zest 
Latin study, they should not entirely 
neglected. The purpose this paper 
make some few suggestions the teaching 
Vergil high-school seniors. The principal

Milton’s Paradise Lost also contains ref- 
erence bees:

The suburb their straw-built citadel, 
New rubbed with balm, expatiate, and confer

Another opportunity for interesting com- 
parison the matter disguises. Book 
Aeneas meets his mother Venus who dis- 
guised huntress, and further on, Cupid 
appears masquerading Ascanius, son 
Aeneas. With some few hints pupils may 
recall other characters who appear disguise 
literature; for instance, Rosalind and Celia 
brother and sister, Portia and Nerissa 
Merchant Venice, the Black Knight 
Ivanhoe, Lancelot fighting unknown Lance- 
lot and Elaine. this case knowledge 
English literature would help apprecia- 
tion Latin literature.

Although this paper has been confined 
Books and the Aeneid, the other books 
are means less rich material for 
literary associations. This especially true 
Book VI, through which thirst for 
knowledge Dante’s Divine Comedy may 
aroused. The appropriateness the punish- 
ments given for the various transgressors 
Dante’s hell and Vergil’s Tartarus has 
proved special interest.

Another means developing thirst for 
reading great literature has been our Latin 
Club which meets once month during the 
regular class period. One year studied

During another year the development 
the ancient drama was studied reports 
and dramatic readings made from some the 
Greek and Roman plays translation. Those 
plays were selected which had some direct 
indirect connection with the characters 
appearing the Aeneid; for example, 
Aeschylus’ “Agamemnon,” Sophocles’ 
gone,” and Euripides’ 

These are but few suggestions what 
can done arouse thirst for really 
worth-while literature, thirst that can 
satisfied even those who are denied the 
privilege college education.

These motives are some respects power 
plants which generate the power that 
illuminate and vivify our volitions. But 
these incitements are this work they 
must have basic principles their foundation, 
principles that have been assimilated the 
intellect. these governing laws conduct, 
the principles Christian doctrine that should 
permeate every lesson catechism. from 
these principles that the child form his 
motives, whether natural supernatural. The 
natural incentives form the basis the super- 
natural and generally accompany them. 

The natural outcome every lesson 
catechism, whether dogma, moral, 
worship should the formation these mo- 
tives. for this reason that St. John Bap- 
tist Salle obliges the Brothers make 
review the end the lesson. Having 
viewed the lesson compact whole ad- 
vises that the pupils draw the practical con- 
clusions from the lesson. Thus, for example, 
the lesson being confession, the pupils 
might give motive confession be- 
cause the graces that are received the 
sacrament because they again become 
the friends God. Supposing the catechism 
the angels, the fruit could have 
confidence the angels they are pledged 
always help us. This practice nothing else 
than the formation incentives which will 
the base the child’s volitions the 
future. very important that the pupils 
and not the teacher formulate these practical 
fruits because the children acquire the 
habit motive formation while their wills 
are still plastic and hence will have lasting 
results during life. 


There probably other motive that 
appeals children strongly that God’s 
holy will. This motive the one they under- 
stand best and most efficacious. How often 
they will give incentives: because God 
wants to; should please God; 
should because God commands to. 
this respect well form positive mo- 
than against its opposite. This method 
even more characteristic the child than 
the adult children naturally abhor the 
“don’ts.” 


Vary the Motives 


childhood the frequent repetition 
single motive tends lessen its efficacy. This 
can easily remedied without the need 
varying the motive considering under 
different aspects. Take, for example, the mo- 
tive doing God’s holy will; this incitement 
may excited the fear God’s punish- 
ments (don’t overdo these considerations 
religion would become something repulsive 
the children). hope attaining the 
happiness heaven, being with God; 
again love, because God good, 
merciful. Upon little thought how many 
more aspects could found present this 
single inducement. 

helping children formulate these mo- 
tives from the personal the altruistic, 
from the narrow the broad. These incen- 
tives which are intensely personal may easily 
extended the family, the relatives, 
the school, the parish, and finally apos- 
tolic intentions. this way the. child 
come social-minded and thus can his own 
little way play large part Catholic Action. 


Live with Jesus 


have often heard that must appeal 
children through the concrete. This espe- 
cially true motive formation. may tell 
the child obedient because all children 
should obedient their parents and teach- 
ers but this will have far less effect than 
showed them the Child Jesus obeying. For 
this necessary show them the living 
Jesus, the personality. make them over 
and live that sacred mortal life with Jesus 
Bethlehem, Nazareth and during His public 
life; that they may grow with Jesus their 
friend and leader. only after studying 
that living Jesus, the personality, that will 
inclined the more make their lives like 
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His. them virtue will longer some- 
thing abstract and hard but rather something 
that Jesus personified Himself. them 
obedience, meekness, and kindness will 
Jesus obeying: Jesus the meekest men; 
Jesus who loved the poor and the suffering.

Why Students Cheat

long there are young people, and 
long there are examinations, and long 
there are parents who become furious when 
their children get low grades, and long 
prizes are offered for winners examinations 
tests, and long teachers are angry 
annoyed with poor recitations, and long 
human beings are human beings who like 
things the easiest way, students will cheat. 
That pessimistic viewpoint, course, but 
what are going about it? 

Young people not cheat because they are 
dishonest. They cheat because they are lazy 
afraid suddenly greedy for some 
other quite understandable and human reason. 
Very seldom does the young man woman 
the top section class cheat. would 
have scruple, simply because would 
afraid that might win prize did not, 
merit, and that would dishonesty. Oh, yes, 
even the students the top section will cheat, 
if, for example, they have parents who raise 
the roof when their children not drag down 
the prizes. But rule, cheating done 
students who want pass get fair mark 
get without the necessity working. 
And they are usually students whose standing 
the class neither very high nor very low. 
Those the low-rating group feel that cheat- 
ing will them very little good anyhow. 

almost impossible hope for com- 
plete elimination cheating. The best one 
can create spirit against it. If, the 
attitude the school anticheating, the 
cheater regarded little like borrower-of- 
ties moocher, that about the limit what 
can attained. 

The best cure for cheating is, course, 
alert teacher. The worst approach that 
the teacher who says, “Nobody ever gets away 
with cheating class.” That chal- 
lenge, and few students can possibly resist 
challenge. The best approach the simple 
attitude! smart student can cheat the 


smartest teacher. That’s all right with me! 
I’m not all-seeing and omnipresent, but 
not intend allow you cheat can help 

And then that teacher keeps both eyes open 
and keeps steadily the move. The skillful 
teacher who dislikes cheating examinations 
never has one settled place sit stand. 
keeps moving constantly. The student can- 
not then feel any degree comfort secur- 
ity. never knows where the teacher will 
be, what angles may watching from, 
what window can use looking glass. 
And moving about, the teacher gives little im- 
pression guard standing with pair 
spy glasses his hands. 

the case book reports themes 
assignments, laziness sloth the desire 
get something for nothing makes cheating 
the part some inevitable. teacher 
watches first and spots few flagrant cases, 
establishes record for being the job 
and bit sleuth. The result certain 
hesitation when merely matter easy, 
simple, run-of-the-mill cheating. 

But extreme cases, few students can 
resist the chance copy. 

This plea tolerant with cheating, 
but wise for all remember that 
young people cheat when they are driven 
their own laziness, fear their elders, 
the realization that they have cheat 
else

But the 
wise teacher starts his war cheating with- 
out any reference cheating all: 

runs interesting class, interest- 
ing that the students pay attention and soon 
develop sincere desire learn. great deal 
cheating occurs the classrooms dull 
teachers. Listening them such bore 
that the poor student doesn’t listen, and when 
examinations come around, the spot. 

makes point stressing the daily 
assignment. almost makes light the 
examinations. What the student does day 
day what matters. What shows his 
recitation and offers his written assignments 
what counts. matter fact, teacher 
who follows the daily work his class can 
just about take the class work and multiply 
two get the student’s results. The 
examination should indicate almost exactly 
the ability the student has shown during the 
semester term. examination does 
much worse, that sign that nervous, 
excitable, just having off day. Why 
penalize him? does vastly better, 
brilliant person who can plug and get by. 
And that sign that knows the subject 
anyhow. shame let him profit 
his gift which quite worthless far real 
knowledge concerned. careful record 
classroom work day day makes cheating 
waste time the student’s part. 
can’t fool the teacher and knows it. 

gives examinations which cheating 
almost impossible. asks the student for 
viewpoints, discussions, comments. gives 
him right wrong, true false tests. 
gives him check lists that mean has 
know the subject and has work fast. 

All through the term the teacher who 
working against cheating lets the group 
know that the day-by-day work what 
matters. warns them that their examina- 
tions will cheat-proof. And gives them 
few tests that show how true this is. That 
supremely effective cutting cheating away 
before begins. 

classroom full cheaters may laid 
right the feet the teacher. true 
that the matter book reports, themes, 
notebooks, cheating hard overcome. But 
even there, teacher who watches the daily 
work class not long fooled the 
cribbed theme nor the inherited book report. 
knows his class, and the students know

learning made easy and facts are 
presented conclusively this pictorial 
method presentation, why has the excellent, 
old-fashioned, device diagraming senten- 
ces lost its prestige? hear from all sides 
complaints lodged against our students Eng- 
lish.

Method Teaching Current Events 


Sister the Presentation 


The method handling current-events 
class, outlined below, not particularly 
brilliant, nor unique. Its chief recom- 
mendation that works, and produces de- 
sired results far excess any other method 
scheme that have tried far. with 
the thought that helpful some- 
one else that here set down. 

Friday, current-events day, open 
class teaching for ten minutes, there- 
abouts, one event myself. aim locate the 
happening time and place, correlating the 
subject with geography, civics, history, reli- 
gion, sociology, any other subject that lends 


itself the question under consideration. 
Wherever possible, leave the subject with 
open question. Pupils who wish come 
for fuller discussion know that they may 
the noon hour one day the week, for 
ten fifteen minutes after school appoint- 
ment. Many come! 

When ten minutes are up, turn the 
class into various committees. class 
thirty-six would have six groups six 
members each. Before class Fridays have 
the students’ chairs arranged six circles. 
Circle Committee reports foreign 
affairs; Committee II, national; Committee 


III, local; Committee IV, Catholic; Commit- 
tee science, invention, medicine; and Com- 
mittee VI, literature, art, medicine, biography. 

Heading each committee chairman, 
different one each week. her duty call 
for the reports and fill out for the data 
mimeographed report blank, marking the 
name the one reporting, the subject re- 
ported on, the date, and note the 
merit the report. She also must, the con- 
clusion the reports, get the vote the 
group which its members gave the 
best report that day. She then gets the de- 
cision the committee whether any 
article, graph, cartoon, map, picture relat- 
ing the subject under 
cut out, cataloged, and put the files. The 
filing, etc., she attends to. keep the 
class general Who’s Who and What’s What 
list for constant reference. The chairman 
the group must also get the vote her com- 
mittee regarding who and what should 
added the list for the week. 

During the twenty minutes committee 
reporting, from group group over- 
see and overhear, usually proposing questions 
problems for consideration. have never 
yet had check discipline. 

given signal each the committee 
chairmen rises and announces the name the 
girl whose report was judged best her 
group. These six girls then give their report 
the Committee the Whole, thus ending 
the period. 

Occasionally when visit the groups and 
find that lively and worth-while discussion 
under way, waive the reports the “best” 
six and call for open-forum discussion the 
subject the whole class. the enthusiasm 
and interest run high, run was the case with 
the Spend-Lend Bill and the Anschluss this 
spring, announce follow-up session for the 
next Friday, perhaps the form debate. 

control the nature and length the re- 
ports the following arrangement. Early 
the week the class secretary takes one copy 
the basic magazine, the one for which there 
subscription for each member the class, 
and marks it. She pastes the bulletin 
board that each girl may mark her own copy. 
means Foreign Committee, Reporter 
means Catholic Committee, Reporter 
etc. When there are not six articles each 
type, usually the case, the secretary 
marks article America, The Sign, Scho- 
lastic, some one the other magazines 
which there are several, the general-use 
rack, and gives the magazine the proper 
reporter. use the diocesan paper for most 
the Catholic news items. 

keep the personnel the various commit- 
tees constant for six weeks, though rotate 
the subject matter. weeks reorgan- 
ize the groups. 

The chief merits this system handling 
the current events are: (1) Each student takes 
active part each week. (2) Those who de- 
serve recognition for special effort prepara- 
tion for ability presentation can hope 
get through the election the small group. 
(3) All get acquainted with many magazines. 
(4) The hard-and-fast lines classroom rou- 
tine are broken down the socialized recita- 
tion. (5) Enthusiasm marked, even among 
the seniors who never fail express their 
delight coming into the room days when 
the room set for committee (to them 
“panel”) discussion. (6) Tests and checkups 
show great improvement over the records 
former days when used less satisfactory 
schemes. 
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Catholic Textbook Literature 


the Editor: 

The writer has been engaged teaching 
English Literature the four years high 
school for the past six years, excepting one 
year spent the Catholic University. 

During this interval the need Catholic 
textbook has been borne him quite 
forcibly. This does not mean that would 
advocate severe and authoritarian aloofness 
from all secular contact. The need arises from 
the fact that all the textbooks, least per 
cent them, refuse admittance anything 
that suggests Catholic authorship, especially 
the “literature and life” courses. This would 
understandable there were dearth 
Catholic literary material; but all know, 
the contrary, what golden heritage 
have, and how almost inexhaustible 
supply. 

The reason, find, twofold: The secular 
universities and public schools general, are 
pledged philosophy that all knowledge 
pursued only toward utilitarian end— 
fit the pupil for vocation life; and life 
them means, first and last, material aggran- 
dizement; all notions character building are 
left out the scheme, except for few weak 
gestures toward “useful citizenship.” But this 
phrase just new label for worldly prudence 
set forth the letters the Earl Ches- 
terfield his son: “Don’t anything that 
nice people don’t do”; and Cardinal New- 
man bitingly accused the superficial Victorians 
that oft-misunderstood phrase: why, today, 
almost the definition ‘gentleman’ 
that one who never offends!” And (can- 
vass our Catholic schools from one end the 
country the other) the average textbook 
the work public-school teacher. 
only the rare exception find textbook 


English Catholic author. For the past 20. 


years especially there has been 
lapse. Possibly, the publishers say, “They 


don’t sell,” but there another, more piquant 
reason: the thousands university grad- 
uates that yearly emanate from our schools, 
how many bring with them achievements that 
are practical? Could not imitate those 
secular universities and substitute for the 
word utilitarian the word practical? And for 
the meaning this word education 
need only scan the Encyclical Education 
the Holy Father. list the dissertations, 
doctoral and otherwise, that are yearly pub- 
lished our universities lend credence the 
general accusation that these mills turn out 
nothing but animated bundles factual 
knowledge. “The History Parsing the Verb 
‘to be,’ found English textbooks from 
1830 1930” might gain for its defender the 
coveted sheepskin and few extra initials 
behind his her name, but for all practical 
purposes, 1938, “parsing” outmoded 
the horse and buggy. Similarly, the thesis 
future English pedagog (at the high-school 
level) “Whether Bacon Shakespeare 
Wrote the Plays the Latter,” one equally 
stupid which heard proposed: “The Hatred 
the Older Women for the Younger Women 
‘Romeo and Juliet’ based Internal 
Evidence” will equip that philomath with 
nothing that helps him inspire his pupils with 
love for literature and the lessons drawn 
from it. 

Instead two books, one dry text, and 
the other compilation excerpts calculated 
show youth the relation literature 
life, why not combine the two, using, for in- 
stance, the masterpieces the present and the 
past, illustrative material for the principles 
that lay down: punctuation, vocabulary, 
And the masterpieces, besides the sec- 
ular ones, could also initiate the pupil into the 
glorious realm Catholic literature.

Give each child shallow dish with small 
quantity the soap solution and clay pipe, 
cigarette holder, soda-fountain straw (split 
one end into quarters and bent back right 
angles the straw for about one quarter 
inch), common spool, even large wooden 
kindergarten bead. 

Use the cigarette holder for large bubbles, 
the straw for smaller ones. Before beginning, 
wet the “blower” thoroughly the soap solu- 
tion. not stir the solution this creates 
suds. not immerse blower into solution 
when blowing bubbles. This introduces water 
into blower and will break the bubble. Blow 
very gently when starting bubble, especially 
when using straw. 

bubble stand can made easily in- 
serting test tube any glass tube into 
ball clay sufficiently large enough hold 
the tube vertical position. Insert the 
tube brass rings made from No. 
gauge wire. Make about three four 
rings that will two inches diameter, and 
have shank (like the handle hairbrush) 
two inches long with another inch two 
wire bent right angles the ring and 
inserted into the tube. Other rings that are 
useful have diameter one and one-half 
inches. Still another one has two-inch diam- 
eter and has the surplus wire attached across 
the top that resembles pot lid shape. 
The upper wire used for handle. 
course, before bubbles are placed rest upon, 
these rings, they must thoroughly wet with 
the soap solution. The following are examples 
articles made using bubble stands: 


Bubble Flower 


Arrange rings horizontally around the stand. 
Set bubble upon each. gently. 


II. Bubble Lamp. Chimney 
Set bubble upon two-inch ring. Then 
gently touch the top the bubble with wet 
two-inch ring. Raise ring until lamp- 
lantern-shaped chimney formed. Note the 
colors. This and the following show the elas- 
ticity soap film. 


Bellows Made from Bubble 

Set bubble upon two-inch ring. Next, 
wet two-inch ring that has handle. Set 
upon the bubble and pull and 
down like bellows accordian. Let the

IV. Bubble Row 


Wet strip oilcloth. Place bubbles 
equal size upon it. Have Bubble Race 
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allowing the maker each bubble see 
can blow his bubble along the wet oilcloth 
certain point before others can like- 
wise with their own. 


Bubble Gymnastics 


Place bubble upon stand. must 
just large enough that will not fall 
through the ring. Now make film the 
smaller ring. Place the film (made placing 
bubble upon the ring and gently breaking 
one side it) gently upon top the bubble 
the stand. Press carefully, not allowing the 
wire touch the bubble until the whole 
bubble pushed through the ring. Push 
back the same manner. using care, 
the bubble can pushed through the ring 
many times. 


VI. Two-in-One 


Set large bubble upon bubble ring. Wet 
the pipe. Insert under the bubble. Blow until 
small bubble formed within the larger one. 
Gently detach the pipe and allow the double 
bubble rest upon the stand. Note the colors. 


VII. Candle Experiment 


Light small candle. Blow rather small 
bubble upon cigarette holder. Immediately 
place the mouth the cigarette holder near 
the flame. Was the flame blown out? Now, re- 
peat the experiment using large bubble. 
What difference did you notice? Use two 
holders. Blow one large and one small bubble. 
Try the experiment with one candle. With 
two. Which size bubble does more damage 
the candle? Why? 


VIII. Smoky Bubbles 


When your Daddy smoking pipe some 
day, ask him help you blow “Smoky 
Bubbles.” You start bubble slowly. Wipe the 
stem your holder. Then have Daddy blow 
mouthful smoke into the bubble. This will 
make larger. Does look like huge pearl? 
What happened when broke? 


IX. Bubble Tug-of-War 


(You will need helper for this one.) 

While you blow three-inch bubble upon 
one cigarette holder, have your friend blow 
one that measures six inches diameter upon 
similar holder. the mouth each holder 
quickly attach ten-inch length rubber 
tube that will fit snugly around the holders. 
You now have large bubble attached 
holder one end and small one the 
other. What will happen? Will the air the 
large bubble push the air holds over into 
the smaller bubble and make grow larger? 
Watch carefully. Which squeezed the air 
harder, the small bubble the large one? 
How hard the curved rounded surface 
the soap film can squeeze depends upon how 
much curved the bubble is. Look both. You 
can see that the smaller one has deeper 
curve. Therefore, the small bubble will drive 
the air contains over into the larger one. 

You can understand the fact mentioned 
you remember that often eight ten you 
play “Here round the mulberry bush” 
and one breaks the ring when you 


around circle. But, forty you take 
hold hands the ring spread out that 
soon the ring broken. something like 
that the bubble film. Millions little (not 
children, but) mol-e-cules small that hun- 
dreds can dance needle point, round 
and round the soap film. Think them 
very tiny children. the small bubble-film 
they are crowded close together its deeply 
curved surface and, therefore, can push forc- 
ibly, but much larger bubble they are 
farther apart and hence cannot press with 
much force. So, when you make extremely 
large bubble the tiny mol-e-cules cannot press 
against either with much force small 
bubble. Hence, they fly apart and burst the 
large bubble. 


Aircraft Bubbles 


Sometimes what called Balloon 
Dance, balloons float high the air, attached 
wrists the dancers small string 
only. 

Blow your toy balloons full air. Attach 
them your wrists. Will they float the air 
above you? With what are they filled? the 
air “squeezed” more than the room 
the outdoors? Does this “squeezing” make 
the air inside the balloon heavier than or- 
dinary air? (Would you like learn “grown- 
up” word like Daddy uses for “squeezing” the 
air? Squeezing the air baby way saying 
it. Daddy would say com-press-ing the air. 
not that nice big word? means “pressing 

Why did your balloons fall? you think 
the Airship Balloons that floated the air 
were filled with air? They were not. Hy-dro- 
gen, the gas used light buildings, was used. 
lighter than air. When you use it, you 
must never have light fire near it. 

Find out what kind aircraft used hy-dro- 
gen for floating power. Why does Germany, 
big country across the ocean, want buy 
another gas, he-li-um from the United States? 

this experiment are going blow 
bubbles with gas. First will 
need large-mouthed bottle that will hold 
about pint water. Into will put some 
scraps zinc (20 grams granulated zinc). 
Over this shall pour little acid. This will 
eat the zinc. Bubbles will blow its surface. 
These are hydrogen gas bubbles. Now, 
can collect these bubbles pipe cigarette 
holder, can cause them blow bubbles for 
us. 
this must have ready clay pipe 
which one end have attached short 
rubber tube and the other glass rod long 
enough pass through rubber stopper 
cork and extend down almost the zinc 
solution. 

N.B. Teacher: The acid used must 
dilute sulphuric solution. bubbles rise too 
rapidly explosion may break the bottle. 
Water small quantity may added the 
zinc then small quantity concentrated 
sulphuric acid added until bubbles sufficient 
quantity arise permit the hydrogen pass 
from the bottle the pipe. There little 
danger care used. 

When the solution bubbling freely, dip the 
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pipe the soap solution. (Pinch the tube 
order prevent the hydrogen’s passing into 
the pipe while doing.) Hold pipe face down- 
wards until bubble begins blow, then re- 
verse pipe, otherwise the bubble will escape 
and perhaps “pop.” 

N.B. Keep all flames away from hydrogen 
bubbles. danger attaches this experiment 
this carefully avoided and not too much 
acid used. 

Why bubbles float? hydrogen (gas) 
heavier than air? Why did have keep 
flames away from the hydrogen bubble? Why 
should balloon-passenger airships not filled 
with hydrogen? Would lightning cause them 
catch fire struck them? Can you tell 
the story any such disaster? 


XI. Three-Day Bubbles 


Would you not like blow bubbles that 
would last for days? Then, use the following 

shallow tin-can lids melt powdered resin; 
add linseed oil the proportion resin ten; 
oil not quite one. Heat holder pipe. Blow 
bubbles with hot mixture. hydrogen gas 
used for these bubbles they will float around 
the room for days. Will you need extinguish 
the flame you are going use hydrogen? 
Why? 

Much discussion what could used 
for the Little Scientist’s Notebook finally de- 
veloped into blackboard units, then charts, 
then hectographed copies with ample room for 
children’s drawings.

was before the American Legion was formed, 
fact was August, 1918, that met 
first Bolshevik. didn’t call them Communists 
those days. There had been big rain, that 
day, Vladivostok, and down across the street- 
car tracks, Bolshei Ulitza (Russian for big 
street Broadway) were tons gravel and 
sand, foot high, washed down from the steep 
unpaved streets that climbed the hill. watched 
the Korean porters busily packing the debris 
baskets, carrying up, and patting back into 
place await the next rain. climbed past them, 
the great commercial school, where 
was lecture American education great 
crowd teachers, patrons, parents who were all 
school-board members. started five. in- 
terpreter finished seven.

What Bolshevism? 


After the lecture, man stopped the 
door.

Wax. did year graduate work the States. 
Until last month, was the Bolshevik Commissar, 
here Vladivostok.” You can imagine sur- 
prise. said, “Come home with me. What 
Bolshevism?” And this the tale told me.

Teachers College 
called “The Educational Vanguard.” These are 
scurrilous sheets. one issue noted twenty- 
nine errors fact. After recent address 
mine they passed out dodger attacking me, 
with deliberate error fact each paragraph. 
These pamphlets cost money, more than $100 
issue. The idea try entice into their 
web those generous and public-spirited teachers, 
preachers, social workers, and reformers who 
know distress and want something about 
it. These Communists know what they are do- 
ing. They follow their orders. Particularly they 
would like dominate our newspapers, our 
colleges, and our schools. The campaign much 
alike all over the world. have seen the same 
articles, almost the same pamphlets, France 
and England the United States. 

You see, when comes fighting Commu- 
nists battle-scarred veteran. But after 
twenty years cannot tell one looking 
him. only were tall dark man with bushy 
black whiskers, bomb his hand, knife 
his teeth, and hand grenade each pocket 
his smock, could recognize him. However, only 
the leaders proclaim their membership. The clever 
are silent, hidden, anonymous, boring from with- 
in. You can only tell Communist his ideas. 

Now the Legion loves loyalty. upholds the 
American Way. seeks perpetuate democracy. 
patriotic power, alert alien isms, justly 
considers Communism subversive, and has taken 
the fight. What tactics should adopt? 
What plan campaign should map? The 
answer, see it, note the conditions 
under which Communism has come flourish 
foreign lands and then our best see 
that these conditions never obtain here. 


Soil Communism 


Now what were the conditions that gave Com- 
munism its chance Russia? These were, 
think, three. First, widespread misery, poverty, 
and distress; second, suppression freedom 
speech and the right meeting and assembly; 
third, general ignorance. These are the three 
conditions that give Communism chance 
flower and flourish. 

When you have abject poverty widespread, 
when people are out work, when houses are 
damp, dirty, cold, and crowded, when children 
cry for food, there you have soil fertile for 
Communism. is. accident that there are 
Communists the suburbs Paris and London, 
Harlem, along the water front New York 
and San Francisco. After drudging day de- 
spair, the family sick and cold, the doors hope 
shut, you can’t blame the unlucky for giving 
willing ear the blandishments Com- 
munist propagandist, who says that Russia 
happy land with golden gates, flowing with milk 
and honey. When men are down sell their 
birthright either for mess pottage for 
pot message. 

One way, then, fight Communism 
the root poverty and distress. Whatever 
you may think certain aspects the work 
the present administration, you must see that 
the program resettlement, the WPA, the 
CCC Camps, and the National Youth 
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President Roosevelt and his advisers 
have been helping the poor and distressed. Some 
think can never pay for it. Some think that 
will worse the long run. 
must admit, however, that what they have done 
for the poor has been the most powerful blow 
against Communism. matter what the national 
government does, whether you agree with this 
program not, the good American who wishes 
fight Communism must lend every effort 
clean the slums, assist the unlucky, cure 
the sick, care for the widow and the orphan. 


Remove the Causes 


this point that wish point out 
you misunderstanding, mistake, that many 
loyal citizens commonly make. There are among 
good many people who training, taste, 
inclination, vocation see much the poor, 
underprivileged, and the sick. There are ministers 
and priests, social workers, Y.M.C.A. leaders, 
doctors, nurses, teachers, and professors. They 
see the effect the slum. They know what the 
sweatshop does body and soul. Their wrath 
and indignation rises the practices some 
the worst us. Then these men and women 
who know the seamy side life, from the pulpit, 
the press, from the lecture platform, the 
college and university class, point out these evils 
and struggle find some way improving these 
conditions. Some are wise and advocate gentle 
and gradual improvement. Some are hurry 
and urge quick reform. You and are likely 
think that they are Communists, that their ideas 
are subversive. may call them “red.” But 
whenever this had better back and 
think. They are not the Communists. The Com- 
munists get lot pleasure out our mistakes. 
The Communists are glad see attack them, 
quiz them, hamper them, persecute them. 
Because way these zealots are the worst 
enemies Communism. could clear the 
worst the slums and give help that part 
the population which genuine distress, which 
what these zealots want, should one step 
have removed the most likely converts from the 
contamination Communism. 


Don’t Abridge Freedom 


You have second condition favorable 
Communism when people dare not speak their 
minds. Let the right assembly become abridged 
and sympathy follows the supposedly injured 
party. idea subversive that cannot 
talked about openly, how alluring likely 
speak the public square, you gossip 
down the alley. When you cannot meet the 
open, you conspire the cellar. Then you hear 
only one side. Then you think you are martyr, 
and you may willing die for belief which, 
because has never been effectively opposed, 
may half-formed and ill considered. Ideas ex- 
pressed openly are, course, subject the law 
treason, slander, morality. The people 
the United States would not approve and adopt 
the Constitution until was explicitly stated 


that the rights “freedom speech, the 


press; the rights the people peaceably 
assemble” should not abridged; and far 
fighting Communism concerned, think they 
are right. Nothing pleases the Communists more, 


them more converts, than violation these 


Communism Fears Education 
But what the Communist most afraid 


education. not mean any kind education, 


because you will naturally think once this

Conversely, you can recall once many 
unschooled illiterate who holds the Amer- 


ican Way. There will always impractical in- 
tellectuals who look the speedometer, not 
the brakes. But Communism cannot flourish 
Where all, almost all, the people know good 
deal about history, political science, 
ogy. Communists advance their ideas they 
were new. They try make people think that 


nothing advertises them much, nothing wins 
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their plans are practical and workable. They don 
the sheep’s clothing democracy trying de- 
ceive the ignorant, when they have not the 
slightest belief democracy all. The person 
who knows history will know better. The fallacy 
Communism not the ultimate goals which 
they borrow, like peace, prosperity, social justice, 
and human brotherhood, their practical 
plans for realizing these goals. The person who 
knows history and political science and economics 
knows that these plans have been tried re- 
peatedly, and repeatedly they have failed. The 
same plans, and much the same tactics, failed 
France 1789. They failed again 1848. They 
failed Germany since the War, they failed 
Hungary, they failed Spain, they failed 
Russia itself. They sought peace; they got war. 
They sought fraternity; they divided brother 
from brother. They sought social justice; they 
achieved more poverty, more misery, more dis- 
tress. one learned Frenchman said, 
nism can destroy capitalism but cannot replace 
it. 

The person who educated the manner 
described learns take long look the world. 
sees the age-old aspirations man for pros- 
perity and well-being, for liberty conscience, 
speech, property, freedom earn and spend, 
for equality before the law, and equal oppor- 
tunity for youth. has watched the gradual 
development these ideals, now advancing, now 
retreating, now advancing again. knows how 
the Fathers our Country caught new vision, 
how compromise and adjustment they devised 
new form government and new form 
relationship between man and man. course 
was not perfect. The idea was build little 
time the hope that what they had done 
would persist. The educated person knows that 
social changes come very slowly. you are 
hurry, Germany from 1919 1933, 
Spain, there revolution and reaction. you 
try dictatorship, Nazi Germany Italy 
Soviet Russia, course, everybody has work 
but then you are only serf. now those 
who have been socially secure this world have 
been only the slaves. The educated man moves 
slowly. hurry. The educated man 
moves steadily and persistently. will not 
lulled sleep. 

hit Communism its weakest point 
you must have education. You cannot fight 
idea banishing it. You cannot fight idea 
shooting it. Purges, “red scares,” teachers’ 
oaths, discharging professors, never stopped Com- 
munism. The only way you can fight idea 
meeting with another idea; and the only 
way you can meet with another idea 
proper education.

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Maintaining Indoor Humidity 


Lack indoor moisture during the storm- 
window season, which responsible for many 
cases colds and more serious ailments, can 
overcome simple and inexpensive means. 

Evaporation least two quarts water 
daily each commonly used room the 
house easily accomplished and necessary 
maintaining the proper humidity heated 
buildings. 

Open water containers, ranging from pans 
especially constructed humidifiers, when 
placed near heating fixtures and kept well 
supplied with fresh water, will furnish the 
needed moisture during the indoor season. 

Dry indoor heat has the direct effect. 
drying the normal moisture that protects the 
delicate lining the nose and upper throat 


from infections carried the air breathe 
and when this membrane becomes dry the 
germs the common cold find easier access 
the body. 

Excessive indoor temperatures also should 
avoided during the indoor season, for they 
too, interfere with normal 
resistance colds. Seventy seventy-two 
degrees Fahrenheit should the maximum 
heat maintained the house place 
work, for vigorous health, and thus limiting 
the temperature will also simplify the prob- 
lem maintaining the proper moisture con- 
tent the air, because excessive heat requires 
excessive humidifying, experiment has shown.

But for six years 
prior 1929, three fourths all employer 
failures were due the internal causes 
incompetence, inexperience, lack capital, 
and unwise credits. what extent 
sound instruction business finance reduce 
this proportion?
